Through 
the whole scene however, he exercised uncommon 
judgment and fos titude, and itis hoped, true submis- 
sion to the will of Gaod Active, kind, and obedient 
sa fe, calm and reconciled in death, we trust be 
now rests in the bosom of his God and Saviour. 
Our prayer is, that his young friends will hear a 
warning voice ip this soiema providence, and pre-
